I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1953.  The 
report  is  prepared  on  the  lines  indicated  in  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  No. 
1/54,  dated  12th  January,  1954. 

The  Crude  Birth  Rate  is  12.05  per  thousand  of  the  population  and  corrected 
for  comparability  in  age  and  sex  distribution  with  the  country  as  a  whole, 
this  becomes  13.5.  The  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  15.5. 

The  Crude  Death  Rate  is  11.51  per  thousand  of  the  population  and 
corrected  for  comparability  in  age  and  sex  distribution  with  the  country  as 
a  whole,  this  becomes  8.86.  The  Death  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  11.4 

The  Tuberculosis  death  rate  is  0.09  compared  with  0.20  for  England 
and  Wales. 

Infectious  Disease. 

One  thousand,  five  hundred  and  ninety-five  cases  of  infectious  disease 
were  notified  during  the  year  —  one  thousand  one  hundred  and  thirty-one 
more  than  in  1952.  Of  this  total,  one  thousand  two  hundred  and  ninety-five 
were  cases  of  Measles. 

Enteric  Group. 

One  case  of  paratyphoid  fever  was  notified  during  the  year. 

Food  Poisoning. 

Two  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  reported  during  the  year. 

Dysentery. 

Three  cases  of  dysentery  were  notified.  All  three  cases  were  due  to 
B.  Sonnei. 

Vaccination. 

During  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1953,  the  numbers  of  vaccinations 
carried  out  at  Clinics  or  reported  by  general  medical  practitioners  in  age 
groups  were  : —  0-1  yr.  341  ;  1-4  yrs.  29  ;  5-14  yrs.  15  ;  15  yrs.  and  over  16  ; 
making  a  total  of  401.  The  number  of  re-vaccinations  were  : —  0-1  yr.  1  ; 
1-4  yrs.  7  ;  5-14  yrs.  38  ;  15  yrs.  and  over  116  ;  making  a  total  of  162. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

The  percentage  of  immunised  children  in  the  5-14  age  group  is  99.4  for 
the  year  under  review,  as  compared  with  99.2  in  1952.  In  the  1-5  age  group 
there  has  been  a  slight  decrease  in  the  percentage,  93.37  as  compared  with 
94.9  in  1952. 

One  hundred  and  eighty-six  children  in  the  1-5  age  group  and  thirty- 
eight  in  the  5-14  age  group  were  immunised  during  the  year. 
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Four  hundred  children  were  given  “  boosting  ”  doses  on  entering  school 
or  on  reaching  ten  years  of  age. 

Two  hundred  and  ninety-one  children  under  one  year  of  age  were  im¬ 
munised,  a  decrease  of  thirty-four  on  the  previous  year. 

The  percentage  of  immunised  children  in  the  district,  from  0-14  years  of 
age  is  93  as  compared  with  92.6  in  1952. 

For  the  seventh  year  in  succession  no  case  of  diphtheria  was  notified  in 
the  district. 


Tuberculosis. 

The  table  on  page  shows  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis.  The  prepon¬ 
derance  of  cases  is  of  the  respiratory  type. 


Housing  Act,  1949  —  Improvement  Grants. 

The  Housing  Act,  1949,  enables  local  authorities  to  make  “  Improvement 
Grants  ”  for  the  purpose  of  converting  buildings  into  dwelling-houses  or 
improving  existing  properties. 

A  dwelling,  when  improved  with  assistance  under  the  Act,  must  be  in  a 
good  state  of  repair  and  among  other  things  have  a  wholesome  supply  of 
water  laid  on  inside  the  dwelling,  be  provided  with  adequate  means  of  supplying 
hot  water  for  domestic  purposes,  have  a  fixed  bath  and  readily  accessible  W.C., 
together  with  satisfactory  facilities  for  preparing,  storing  and  cooking  food. 

Although  the  conditions  attached  to  the  payment  of  a  grant  are  not 
unduly  onerous,  only  two  applications  for  assistance  were  received  and 
approved  during  the  year. 

A  considerable  number  of  houses  in  the  district  lack  the  amenities  required 
by  modem  standards,  and  there  is  ample  scope  for  improvement. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  wide  publicity  now  being  given  to  the  subject  will 
result  in  an  increasing  number  of  house-owners  taking  advantage  of  the 
facilities  offered  by  the  Council.

Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  arrangements  which  were  made  for  the  examination  of  specimens 
taken  for  the  diagnosis  and  control  of  infectious  diseases,  with  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Royal  Sussex  County  Hospital,  Brighton  (telephone 
number  Brighton  23506),  continued  throughout  the  year  and  proved  to  be 
very  satisfactory. 


Medical  practitioners  send  specimens  direct  to  the  Laboratory  and  receive 
a  report  by  telephone,  a  written  copy  of  the  report  being  sent  to  this  office. 
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Specimens  may  be  sent  to  reach  the  laboratory  any  time  up  to  6  o’clock 
from  Mondays  to  Fridays  and  before  12.30  p.m.  on  Saturdays. 

Urgent  examinations  may  be  carried  out  at  other  times  by  arrangement 
with  the  Director,  Doctor  Jameson  (telephone  number  Brighton  56960). 

Ambulance  Services. 

The  County  Council,  under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Health  Service 
Act,  1946,  has  the  duty  to  ensure  that  ambulances  are  available  where 
necessary  to  convey  persons  suffering  from  illness  from  places  in  their  area  to 
places  in  or  outside  their  area. 

In  East  Sussex  this  is  being  done  mainly  by  arrangement  with  the  St. 
John’s  Ambulance  Brigade,  the  British  Red  Cross  Society,  and  other  voluntary 
organisations. 

A  day  and  night  ambulance  service  is  available  and  calls  are  accepted 
from  doctors,  nurses,  midwives  and  hospitals  in  the  area.  Only  in  cases  of 
accidents  or  other  sudden  emergencies  are  calls  accepted  direct  from  members 
of  the  public.

Legal  Action. 

In  one  instance  it  was  necessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings  under 
Section  93  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  to  obtain  compliance  with  an 
Abatement  Notice  requiring  the  owner  to  carry  out  certain  improvements  to 
the  drainage  system  of  the  dwelling  house  under  her  control. 

The  Court  made  a  Nuisance  Order  requiring  the  owner,  within  a  period 
of  fourteen  days,  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Abatement  Notice, 
and  awarded  costs  of  £4  14s.  6d.  to  the  District  Council.  The  work  was  sub¬ 
sequently  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  Court  Order. 


BYE-LAWS  RELATING  TO  HOP-PICKERS 

Twenty  visits  were  made  to  the  five  farms  where  imported  hop-pickers 
were  employed.  A  total  of  fifty-five  lodgings  were  in  use  at  these  farms  and 
the  forty-one  families  in  occupation  comprised  twenty  males,  fifty-four  females 
and  forty-two  children. 

Two  preliminary  notices  were  served  during  the  hop-picking  season 
relating  to  the  unsatisfactory  cooking  facilities  and  sanitary  arrangements 
at  two  of  the  farms. 

The  requirements  of  these  notices  were  carried  out  without  serious  delay.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 
Milk  Supplies. 

Milk  and  Danes  Regulations,  1949. 

No  additions  were  made  to  the  register  of  distributors  during  the  year 
but  two  names  were  removed,  and  the  total  number  of  registered  premises  is 
now  twenty-three. 

Two  hundred  and  fifty-five  visits  were  made  to  dairy  premises. 

Raw  milk  sold  within  the  district  is  tested  regularly  for  the  presence  of 
Tubercle  Bacilli  and  Brucella.  Of  the  one  hundred  and  thirty-seven  samples 
taken  during  the  year  two  were  reported  to  be  infected  with  Tuberculosis  and 
six  with  Brucella  Abortus. 

In  the  cases  of  the  samples  positive  to  Tuberculosis  the  Veterinary  Officer 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  took  the  necessary  action  to  locate 
and  remove  the  infected  animals  from  the  herds  concerned. 

In  the  cases  of  the  six  samples  found  to  be  infected  with  Brucella  Abortus 
the  producers  supplies  were  diverted  to  approved  pasteurising  establishments 
for  heat  treatment  and  alternative  supplies  were  made  available  to  the  dis¬ 
tributors  until  such  time  as  the  infected  animals  had  been  removed  from  the 
milking  herds. 

The  regulations  provide,  subject  to  certain  conditions,  for  the  payment 
of  compensation  to  a  dairy  farmer  for  any  damage  or  loss  sustained  by  reason 
of  a  notice  served  upon  him  in  relation  to  milk  infected  with  Brucella.  Such 
compensation  is  paid  by  the  local  authority  in  whose  district  the  registered 
premises  are  situate,  75  per  cent,  being  payable  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

During  the  year  claims  for  compensation,  based  on  the  cost  of  heat  treat¬ 
ment  and  transport  for  the  infective  supplies  to  an  approved  pasteurising 
establishment,  have  been  received  from  three  of  the  six  dairy  farmers  involved.

Financial  Arrangements. 

The  consolidated  grant  of  50  per  cent,  of  approved 

net  expenditure 

incurred  in  the  maintenance  of  rodent  control  has  been  continued  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.

The  Housing  Manager  has  written  the  following  comment  on  the  state 
of  the  waiting  list  : — 

“  The  above  figures  show  a  slight  decrease  but  the  waiting  list  for  Council 
Houses  is  still  rather  a  long  one  and  additional  applications  are  still  being 
received. 

“A  small  proportion  of  applicants  were  able  to  find  their  own  accom¬ 
modation  privately  during  the  year,  whereas  in  previous  years  very  few  had 
been  able  to  do  so.  In  addition,  a  number  of  tenants  have  left  Council  Houses 
and  found  their  own  accommodation,  usually  in  other  districts  or  in  the 
Dominions.  Three  have  built  their  own  houses  and  moved  out  of  Council 
Houses. 

“  The  number  of  new  houses  available  for  letting  to  applicants  on  the 
waiting  list  has  been  reduced  as  a  number  have  had  to  be  reserved  for  re¬ 
housing  occupants  of  requisitioned  property  which  has  been  returned  to  the 
owners.  In  addition,  a  small  number  of  houses  have  been  allocated  to  families 
in  houses  condemned  as  unfit  for  occupation. 

“  While  the  cost  of  building  or  purchasing  private  property  remains  high, 
it  is  doubtful  whether  the  large  majority  of  applicants  of  the  lower  income 
group  will  be  able  to  help  themselves,  and  they  must  of  necessity  rely  on  the 
Council  for  housing  accommodation  to  rent.”
